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Pope Meets Fidel Castro After Warning Against Ideology

HAVANA (AP) — Pope 
Francis met with Fidel Cas¬ 
tro on Sunday after urging 
thousands of Cubans to 
serve one another and not 
an ideology, delivering a 
subtle jab at the commu¬ 
nist system during a Mass 
celebrated under the gaze 
of an image of Che Gue¬ 
vara in Havana’s iconic 
Revolution Plaza. The Vati¬ 
can described the 40-min- 
ute meeting at Castro’s 
residence as informal and 
familial, with an exchange 
of books and discussion 
about big issues facing 
humanity, including Fran¬ 
cis’ recent encyclical on 
the environment and the 
global economic system. 
Unlike the 2012 visit of Bene¬ 
dict XVI, when Castro pep¬ 
pered the German theo¬ 
logian with questions, the 
meeting with Francis was 
more of a conversation, 
papal spokesman the Rev. 
Frederico Lombardi said. 

A photo provided by Alex 
Castro, Fidel’s son and offi¬ 
cial photographer, showed 
the 89-year-old former 
president and Francis look¬ 
ing into each other’s eye 
as they shook hands, the 
pope in his white vestments 
and Castro in a white but¬ 
ton-down shirt and Adi¬ 
das sweat top. Castro ap¬ 
peared to be gripping an¬ 
other, unidentified man for 
support. 


Francis called on Castro 
after celebrating Mass in 
Havana’s main plaza on his 
first full day in Cuba. Believ¬ 
ers and non-believers alike 
streamed into the square 
before dawn, and they 
erupted in cheers when his¬ 
tory's first Latin American 


pope spun through the 
crowd in his open-sided 
popemobile. Francis didn’t 
disappoint, winding his way 
slowly through the masses 
and stopping to kiss chil¬ 
dren held up to him. 

While most Cubans are 
nominally Catholic, fewer 


than 10 percent practice 
their faith and Cuba is the 
least Catholic country in 
Latin America. The crowd 
was not as big as when St. 
John Paul II became the 
first pope to visit the island 
in 1998, but it drew people 
who seemed to genuinely 


want to be there and listen 
to Francis' message. 

“This is very important for 
us,” said Mauren Gomez, 
40, who traveled some 250 
kilometers (155 miles) from 
Villa Clara to Havana by 
bus, spending her time re¬ 
citing the Rosary. 


In his homily delivered un¬ 
der the gaze of a metal 
portrait of revolutionary 
fighter Che Guevara, Fran¬ 
cis urged Cubans to care 
for one another out of a 
sense of service, not ideol¬ 
ogy. He encouraged them 
to refrain from judging 


each other by “looking to 
one side or the other to see 
what our neighbor is doing 
or not doing." 

“Whoever wishes to be 
great must serve others, not 
be served by others,” he 
said. “Service is never ideo¬ 
logical, for we do not serve 


ideas, we serve people.” 
Many Cubans complain 
about the rigidity of Cuba’s 
system in which nearly ev¬ 
ery aspect of life is con¬ 
trolled by the government, 
from cultural institutions to 
block-level neighborhood 
watch committees. While 
the system has softened in 
recent years, Cubans can 
be excluded or lose ben¬ 
efits if they are perceived 
as being disloyal or unfaith¬ 
ful to the principles of the 
revolution. Cubans are also 
increasingly concerned 
about growing inequality 
on the communist island, 
in which those with access 
to foreign capital live lives 
of relative luxury while oth¬ 
ers can barely feed them¬ 
selves, generating jealousy 
and division within families 
and society at large. 

“Being a Christian entails 
promoting the dignity of 
our brothers and sisters, 
fighting for it, living for it," 
Francis told the crowd. 
“That is why Christians are 
constantly called to set 
aside their own wishes 
and desires, their pursuit of 
power, and to look instead 
to those who are most 
vulnerable.” Maria Regia 
Gonzalez, a 57-year-old 
teacher, said she appreci¬ 
ated Francis' message of 
reconciliation and unity for 
all Cubans, and said Fran¬ 
cis was particularly able to 
convey it given he is Latin 
American and speaks their 
language.Q

Kerry: US to accept 85,000 refugees in 2016,100,000 in 2017

BERLIN (AP) — Scrambling 
to address a growing 
Syrian refugee crisis, U.S. 
Secretary of State John 
Kerry announced Sunday 
that the United States 
would significantly increase 
the number of worldwide 
migrants it takes in over 
the next two years, though 
not by nearly the amount 
many activists and former 
officials have urged. 

The U.S. will accept 85,000 
refugees from around the 
world next year, up from 
70,000, and that total 
would rise to 100,000 in 
2017, Kerry said at news 
conference with German 
Foreign Minister Frank- 


Walter Steinmeier after 
they discussed the mass 
migration of Syrians fleeing 
their civil war. Many, though 
not all, of the additional 
refugees would be Syrian, 
American officials have 
said. Others would come 
from strife-torn areas of 
Africa. The White House 
had previously announced 
it intended to take in 10,000 
additional Syrian refugees 
over the next year. 

Asked why the U.S. couldn't 
take more, Kerry cited 
post-Sept. 11 screening 
requirements and a lack of 
money made available by 
Congress. 

“We're doing what we 
know we can manage 
immediately,” he said,

adding that the U.S.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 

leading Republican presi¬ 
dential candidate says he 
doesn’t believe that a Mus¬ 
lim should be elected to the 
nation's top office, stirring 
up yet another controversy 
for a party that professes a 
commitment to broaden its 
appeal and promote toler¬ 
ance. 

Presidential candidate Ben 
Carson, a devout Chris¬ 
tian, says a president’s 
faith should matter to vot¬ 
ers if it runs counter to the 
values and principles of 


America. Responding to 
a question during an inter¬ 
view broadcast Sunday on 
NBC's “Meet the Press," the 
retired neurosurgeon de¬ 
scribed the Islamic faith as 
inconsistent with the U.S. 
Constitution. 

“I would not advocate that 
we put a Muslim in charge 
of this nation,” Carson said 
in an interview aired Sun¬ 
day on NBC's “Meet the 
Press." "I absolutely would 
not agree with that.” He 
did not specify in what way 
Islam ran counter to consti¬ 
tutional principles. 

Carson has been running 
right behind businessman 


Donald Trump in nation¬ 
wide and early-voting state 
polls. He has been picking 
up support by appealing to 
socially conservative evan¬ 
gelical voters, a key Re¬ 
publican voting bloc in the 
Iowa caucuses which lead 
off the state-by-state nomi¬ 
nating contests next year. 
Republican leaders had 
hoped that the 2016 
campaign would offer a 
chance at redemption 
and the opportunity to 
make a fresh pitch to mi¬ 
norities, gays, women and 
others beyond the party’s 
traditional core supporters. 
After a blistering examina¬

tion of the 2012 election, 
a report commissioned by 
Republican National Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Reince 
Priebus concluded that “if 
our party is not welcom¬ 
ing and inclusive, young 
people and increasingly 
other voters will continue to 
tune us out.” 

But it hasn’t unfolded ac¬ 
cording to the leadership’s 
hoped-for script, with some 
high-profile candidates 
inviting lots of eyebrow¬ 
raising. Just in the past few 
days, their comments have 
underscored that the prob¬ 
lems extend beyond Re¬ 
publicans’ well-document¬ 
ed troubles appealing to 
Hispanics. 

To be sure, former Florida 
Gov. Jeb Bush and sever¬ 
al other candidates have 
disavowed some of that 
rhetoric or tried to stake out 
more moderate positions. 


It can be tough, though, 
to avoid getting drowned 
out by language sure to 
stir up people. Front-runner 
Trump declined to correct 
a town hall participant 
who wrongly said Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama was a 
Muslim. Days later, Carson 
spoke about Muslims and 
the presidency — remarks 
described as “un-Ameri¬ 
can,” by a spokesman for 
the Council on American- 
Islamic Relations, Ibrahim 
Hooper. Hooper said the 
Constitution expressly bars 
religious tests for those 
seeking public office. 

“To me this really means he 
is not qualified to be presi¬ 
dent of the United States,” 
Hooper said. “You cannot 
hold these kinds of views 
and at the same time say 
you will represent all Ameri¬ 
cans, of all faiths and 
backgrounds."□

PHOENIX (AP) — A land¬ 
scaper arrested in a series 
of Phoenix freeway shoot¬ 
ings told a judge that au¬ 
thorities have “the wrong 
guy” as investigators stood 
by their detective work 
that traced the gun to the 
suspect after he took it to a 
pawn shop. 

Leslie Allen Merritt Jr. was 
charged Saturday with 
counts including aggra¬ 
vated assault, criminal 
damage, disorderly con¬ 
duct, carrying out a drive- 
by shooting and intention¬ 
al acts of terrorism. 

In a brief court appear¬ 
ance, a prosecutor said 
the 21-year-old should 
face a high bail after driv¬ 
ers spent the last three 
weeks on edge. 

“The suspect presents a 
dramatic and profound 
threat to the community,” 


EAST SELMA, Alabama 
(AP) — A man has been 
charged with three counts 
of attempted murder after 
shooting his girlfriend, their 
baby and a clergyman at 
a church in Alabama, au¬ 
thorities said Sunday. 
James Junior Minter, 26, of 
Selma, Alabama, was ar¬ 
rested after opening fire 
during services at the Oasis 
Tabernacle Church in East 
Selma, Alabama, accord¬ 
ing to Dallas County District 
Attorney Michael Jackson. 
Jackson said the woman 


said Ed Leiter of fhe Mari¬ 
copa County attorney's 
office. 

Superior Court Commis¬ 
sioner Lisa Roberts set bail 
at $1 million, and Merritt, 
who had remained quiet 
during the proceedings, 
asked in a soft-spoken 
voice to address the court. 
“All I have to say is I'm the 
wrong guy. I tried telling 
the detectives that. My 
gun's been in the pawn 
shop the last two months. 
I haven’t even had access 
to a weapon,” he said as 
he stood handcuffed in a 
black and white striped jail 
uniform. 

But a charging document 
released late Saturday 
night by Maricopa Supe¬ 
rior Court said that investi¬ 
gators determined Merritt 
had not pawned his gun at 
the time of fhe incidents. 
Merritt was arrested Friday 
evening after a SWAT team 
swarmed him at a Wal-Mart 


was Minter's girlfriend and 
that the shooting stemmed 
from a domestic situation. 
Witnesses told police that 
Minter entered the church 
and sat in the front row 
between his girlfriend and 
the baby, according to 
a statement released by 
the Selma Police Depart¬ 
ment. Minter then pulled 
out a handgun and start¬ 
ed shooting, the statement 
said. The girlfriend fell to the 
ground, and Minter fired af 
her, striking her in the jaw

in the suburb of Glendale. 
Minutes later, Arizona Gov. 
Doug Ducey proclaimed 
on Twitter, “We got him!” 
Arizona Department of 
Public Safety spokesman 
Bart Graves said the break 
in the case was the result 
of exhaustive investiga¬ 
tive work in which weap¬ 
ons from local pawn shops 
were test-fired at the state 
crime lab. 

Graves said evidence from 
shell casings and bullet 
fragments determined that 
a gun Merritt pawned was 
used in four of fhe shoot¬ 
ings on Aug. 29 and 30. A 
tour bus, SUV and two cars 
were hit by bullets on Inter¬ 
state 10 on those days. 
Graves declined to com¬ 
ment on Merritt's state¬ 
ment in court that his gun 
was in the pawn shop at 
the time of the shootings 


and similar statements 
made by his family. 

“The evidence as you’ll see 
in the next couple of days 
speaks for itself,” Graves 
said. “We're not going to 
get in a debate about 
that.” 

Tom Mangan, a special 
agent with the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Fire¬ 
arms and Explosives, which 
has been assisting in the 
investigation, said the evi¬ 
dence gathered by DPS 
leaves “no doubt” the gun 
used was the one owned 
and pawned by Merritt. 
The charging document 
released Saturday night 
said that investigators de¬ 
termined by testing that 
the bullets and the bullet 
fragments from four inci¬ 
dents came from a gun 
that was owned by the 
suspect.Q 
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Visits by pope, China leader test Obama’s social secretary

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

diplomatic double wham¬ 
my of back-to-back visits 
by Pope Francis and Chi¬ 
nese President Xi Jinping 
is creating some pressure- 
filled days for Deesha Dyer, 
five months into her tenure 
as White House social sec¬ 
retary. 

No wonder a scented can¬ 
dle is among the half-doz¬ 
en “must-have” items she 
keeps in her small office. 

“It provides a calm, peace¬ 
ful atmosphere, which is 
important in this job," Dyer 
said. 

Dyer has worked at the 
White House since 2009, 
starting as an intern and 
rising to deputy social sec¬ 
retary before Obama and 
his wife, Michelle, moved 


her into the top job in April. 
The Philadelphia native 
has overseen the planning 
and execution of scores of 


events since then, though 
none as important politi¬ 
cally or on as grand a scale 
as the Francis and Xi visits. 


On Wednesday, Francis will 
become just the third pope 
to visit the White House, 
one stop on his first U.S. trip. 
Xi arrives two days later on 
a lavish state visit, putting 
Obama in the awkward po¬ 
sition of toasting the head 
of a country he blames 
for certain unacceptable 
practices, including cyber¬ 
attacks against U.S. gov¬ 
ernment and corporate 
computer systems. 

China is the only country 
whose leader Obama has 
invited for a repeat state 
visit. 

That fact alone has Dyer 
and her six-person team 
searching for answers to 
a basic question: How to 
make next Friday's din¬ 
ner better than the one in 
2011, for then-President Hu 
Jintao? 

Lea Berman, who held the 
social secretary job for 
a couple of years under 
President George W. Bush, 
said the upcoming week 
would test anyone, with 
five months or five years of 
experience. 

She said the 37-year-old 
Dyer, one of the youngest 
social secretaries in recent 
memory, has an important 
factor working in her favor: 
the confidence of the pres¬ 
ident and first lady. 

“She knows what the ex¬ 
pectations are," Berman 
said. “She's been there 
for years and knows how 
things work.” 

Desiree Rogers, the Obam¬ 
as’ first social secretary, 
said having one day be¬ 
tween such big visits could 
create logistical challeng¬ 
es for the relatively small 
White House staff. 

“The flip side to that is 
you're in a groove, so you 
just keep going,” said Rog¬ 
ers, who left the White 
House a few months after 
the Obamas' first state din¬ 
ner for Indian Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh in No¬ 


vember 2009. 

Dyerand herteam are final¬ 
izing checklists for separate 
South Lawn arrival ceremo¬ 
nies and Oval Office meet¬ 
ings, along with a black-tie 
state dinner for the Chinese 
leader that will be attend¬ 
ed by hundreds of guests 
at a cost to U.S. taxpayers 
of about $500,000. White 
House chefs will handle the 
menu. 

Some Republican presi¬ 
dential candidates have 
called on Obama to can¬ 
cel or downgrade Xi’s red- 
carpet visit, citing China's 
“frenemy" status. 

White House spokesman 
Josh Earnest has defend¬ 
ed the invitation, saying 
Obama believes engag¬ 
ing with China is an effec¬ 
tive way to advance U.S. 
interests around the world, 
citing climate change and 
policy toward Iran as ex¬ 
amples. 

Rogers noted that Dyer is 
overseeing the visits while 
continuing to plan daily 
White House events, includ¬ 
ing Obama’s recent meet¬ 
ings with Saudi Arabia's 
King Salman and Spain’s 
King Felipe VI and Queen 
Letizia, and an East Room 
ceremony where Obama 
awarded national medals 
for contributions to the arts 
and humanities. 

Once the pope and Chi¬ 
na’s president are en route 
to their next stops. Dyer's 
focus will shift to New York 
and events the Obamas 
are hosting there in con¬ 
junction with the annual 
U.N. General Assembly. 
Mrs. Obama typically wel¬ 
comes the spouses of many 
of the foreign leaders to a 
gathering held in the New 
York City area. 

Dyer came to the White 
House in 2009 as a 31-year- 
old unpaid intern, and at 
one point traveled with the 
Obamas to manage their 
lodging and logistics.Q

Autos and restaurants push US retail sales higher in August

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Americans stepped up 
their spending on cars, res¬ 
taurant meals, groceries 
and clothing in August, sug¬ 
gesting that consumers will 
help sustain U.S. economic 
growth despite a broader 
global slowdown. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said last week that 
retail sales rose 0.2 percent 
last month, after advanc¬ 
ing 0.7 percent in July. Sales 
have increased 2.2 percent 
over the past 12 months, as 
solid hiring has translated 
into surges in spending at 
auto dealers and dining es¬ 
tablishments. 

“There was more spend¬ 
ing on ‘wants' last month" 
such as eating out, sport¬ 


ing goods and electronics, 
said Jennifer Lee, a senior 
economist at BMO Capital 
Markets. “These are areas 
that suggest consumers are 
ready and willing to splurge 
a little on items outside of 
the basic necessities." 

Retail sales have been 
fed this year by solid and 
steady job gains. The hiring 
— 2.9 million additional jobs 
over the past 12 months — 
has translated into a surge 
of spending at auto deal¬ 
ers and restaurants. The 
U.S. economy has become 
increasingly reliant on con¬ 
sumer spending to main¬ 
tain growth as Europe and 
China have struggled to ex¬ 
pand at a faster pace. 
Carmakers are on pace to 
top vehicle sales of 17 mil¬ 
lion for the first time since 


2001. Nearly a fifth of all 
retail sales tracked by the 
government come from 
the auto industry. Sales at 
dealerships and parts stores 
have risen 5.7 percent dur¬ 
ing the past 12 months, as 
many Americans are re¬ 
placing their older vehicles. 
Auto retailers reported a 0.7 
percent increase in August. 
The healing job market also 
has Americans getting out 
of their own dining rooms 
more frequently, which has 
been a boon for restau¬ 


rants that had suffered in 
the wake of the recessions 
as people watched every 
dime. Purchases at restau¬ 
rants and bars increased 
0.7 percent in August and 
have soared 8.2 percent 
this year. And dining es¬ 
tablishments have added 
more than 372,000 workers 
over the past year to sati¬ 
ate the newbusinesses. 
Sales also improved last 
month at grocers, cloth¬ 
iers, sporting goods stores, 
electronics outlets and on¬ 


line retailers. Still, retail sales 
growth has been much 
more modest. This largely 
stems from gasoline be¬ 
ing dramatically cheaper, 
causing purchases at ser¬ 
vice stations to plummet 
17.2 percent since August 
2014. Consumers have 
mostly pocketed the sav¬ 
ings, instead of shifting their 
spending elsewhere as gas 
costs averaged $2.33 a gal¬ 
lon nationwide — a 31.5 
percent drop over the past 
year, according to AAA.Q

the contract of Northstar 
Lottery Group, the private 
company managing the 
state's lottery, the gover¬ 
nor’s office said this week¬ 
end. 

A new private manager will 
take over day-to-day oper¬ 
ation of the lottery by Jan. 


1, 2017, under a pact dis¬ 
closed by Gov. Bruce Raun- 
er’s general counsel Jason 
Barclay. The move comes 
after a legislative report 
earlier this month revealed 
the Lottery lost money last 
year for the first time since 
2009, reducing the amount 
of money it generates for 
state programming by $125 
million.Q

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

A jubilant Alexis Tsipras 
vowed to continue fighting 
for his country’s pride and 
to quickly form a coalition 
government after his left- 
wing Syriza party comfort¬ 
ably won Greece’s third 
national vote this year on 
Sunday. 

The result was a resounding 
success for Tsipras’ high-risk 
gamble when he resigned 
as prime minister last month 
and triggered an early 
election, barely seven 
months into his four-year 
term, in order to face down 
an internal Syriza rebellion 
over his policy U-turn to ac¬ 
cept painful austerity mea¬ 
sures in return for Greece's 
third international bailout. 


With 66 percent of the 
vote counted, Syriza stood 
at 35.4 percent of the 
vote and 145 seats in the 
300-member parliament, 
followed by the conserva¬ 
tive New Democracy with 
28.3 percent and the Nazi- 
inspired Golden Dawn in 
third place with 7 percent. 
Abstention was particularly 
high, at nearly 45 percent 
in an election-weary coun¬ 
try with a traditionally high 
voter turnout. 

It was the third time this 
year Greeks have voted, 
after the January elec¬ 
tion that brought Tsipras to 
power on an anti-bailout 
platform, and a July refer¬ 
endum he called urging 
Greeks to reject creditor re¬ 
form proposals, which they 
resoundingly did — shortly 
before Tsipras then ac¬ 


cepted similar proposals as 
part of the new bailout. 

Six seats shy of an absolute 
majority, Tsipras said he 
would form a government

with his previous coalition 
partner, the right-wing In¬ 
dependent Greeks of Pa¬ 
nos Kammenos, who joined 
him on stage to rapturous 


applause from dancing, 
cheering Syriza support¬ 
ers in central Athens. The 
Independent Greeks were 
in seventh place with 3.6 
percent of the vote and 10 
parliamentary seats. 

“I thank you from the bot¬ 
tom of my heart for this 
great victory, a clear victo¬ 
ry, a victory of the people,” 
Tsipras said. “I feel vindi¬ 
cated because the Greek 
people gave us a clear 
mandate to continue our 
struggle, inside and outside 
the country to lift our coun¬ 
try’s pride.” 

The 41-year-old vowed to 
govern for a full four-year 
term — something few 
Greek governments have 
managed, particularly 
since the country became 
dependent on internation¬ 
al bailouts five years agoQ 


Russian opposition holds large anti-Putin protest

MOSCOW (AP) — Russia’s 
beleaguered opposition 
drew several thousand 
people on Sunday to a 
protest rally in an outlying 
Moscow neighborhood to 
decry the 15-year rule of 
President Vladimir Putin. 
Protesters denounced the 
Kremlin-controlled political 
system that keeps Putin in 
power and prevents the 
opposition from running in 


elections. They complained 
of political repression and 
official corruption. 
Opposition leader Alexei 
Navalny called on Russians 
not to give up hope that 
they can make a differ¬ 
ence. He said the opposi¬ 
tion’s mission was “to work 
with those who don't be¬ 
lieve" that anything can be 
changed. 

The Kremlin intensified its 
crackdown on the opposi¬ 
tion after anti-Putin protests 


drew as many as 100,000 
people in the winter of 
2011-2012. 

The protests were set off 
by parliamentary elections 
won by the Kremlin party 
through what independent 
observers said was wide¬ 
spread fraud and by Putin's 
decision to return to the 
presidency for a third term 
after four years as prime 
minister. 

Irina Yegorova, 50, who 
held a sign saying “Putin is 


not a czar, he's a bureau¬ 
crat,” said she came to the 
protest even though she no 
longer sees a way forward. 
She said the government 
will “put more people in 
jail” and Russia's economy 
will continue to suffer. 
“There is no investment. 
They are stealing and steal¬ 
ing and stealing," Yego¬ 
rova said. “We don’t have 
hope anymore.” 

Protesters said it was wrong 
to have a system of gov¬ 


ernment where the leader 
does not change. “It’s not 
like your wife that you’re 
married to your whole life,” 
said 65-year-old Vladimir 
Semyonovich, who gave 
his patronymic but not his 
last name. 

The protest was relegated 
to the southeastern Mary- 
ino neighborhood be¬ 
cause the city government 
refused to allow the op¬ 
position to rally in central 
Moscow. □

TOVARNIK, Croatia (AP) 

— Migrants desperate to 
find sanctuary in Europe 
climbed through windows 
and fought for space on 
trains headed north Sun¬ 
day as border closures and 
plunging temperatures in¬ 
creased tensions among 
thousands in a desperate 
rush to keep moving. 
Scuffles broke out in this 
Croatian border town 
when hundreds of people 
surged toward a train they 
hoped would take them to 
Austria. Police tried to hold 
back the crowd, but were 
overwhelmed as migrants 
tried to climb through the 
windows of the already 
packed carriages. 
Hungary, which closed its 
border with Serbia on Sept. 
15, erected another steel 
barrier at the Beremend 
border crossing from Croa¬ 
tia to try to slow the flow 
of migrants. But they kept 
coming. 

The sense of desperation 
increased for migrants as 
days of intense heat gave 
way to rain. 

“Unfortunately, we sleep 
here on the ground without 
anything. It was very cold,” 
said Muhammad Dakiri, 
a Syrian asylum seeker in 
Tovarnik. 

“Suddenly the weather has 
turned to cold and raining. 
We couldn’t sleep well be¬ 
cause in an hour or half an 
hour we wake up because 
we’re feeling cold.” 
Volunteers handed out 
tents and warm clothes 
to make people more 
comfortable. But migrants 
abandoned the supplies 
when word of the train 
spread through their make¬ 
shift encampment, leaving 
tents, rain slickers and food 
strewn across the town 
square. 


Hungary’s decision to shut 
its border with Serbia set off 
a chain reaction in Croa¬ 
tia and Slovenia that has 
forced people fleeing vio¬ 


lence in the Middle East, 
Asia and Africa to rush from 
one European borderto the 
next as they desperately try 
to find a way north. Thou-

The surge of migrants con¬ 
tinues to exact casualties. 
Two migrant vessels sank 
in the eastern Mediterra¬ 
nean on Sunday, killing 13 
people. 

Authorities from Greece to 
Austria and are struggling 
to respond. 

About 15,000 migrants 
crossed into Austria from 
Hungary and Croatia over 
the weekend. 

In the Austrian border vil¬ 
lage of Nickelsdorf, people 
arrived by foot Sunday af¬ 
ter a half-hour walk from 
the Hungarian town of He- 
gyeshalom. Then they lined 
up for buses to take them 
to shelters in Vienna and 
other parts of the coun¬ 
try. Austrian soldiers stood 
alongside.

— Three people, including 
two police officers, were 
wounded in a suicide at¬ 
tack Sunday in Afghani¬ 
stan, while 21 other civilians 
were wounded in a sepa¬ 
rate attack. Zia Durani, 
spokesman for the police 
chief in southern Kandahar 
province, said that the sui¬ 
cide car bomber targeted 


a police checkpoint in the 
Daman district.b Elsewhere, 
16 civilians were wound¬ 
ed after a bomb hidden 
near an electric station 
exploded in eastern Kunar 
province, said Gen. Abdul 
Habib Sayedkhaili, the pro¬ 
vincial police chief. Mean¬ 
while five civilians were 
wounded after a bomb at¬ 
tached to a motorbike ex¬ 


ploded in Aibak, the capi¬ 
tal of northern Samangan 
province, said Sediq Azizi, 
spokesman for the gover¬ 
nor. No any group has im¬ 
mediately claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the attacks. In an¬ 
other report form eastern 
Paktia province, five police 
officers were killed late Sat¬ 
urday afternoon when their 
vehicle was hit by a road¬ 


side bomb in the Zurmat 
district, said Gen. Moham¬ 
mad Zaman Khosti, dep¬ 
uty provincial police chief 
on Sunday. Khosti added 
that the officers were on 
their way from Zurmat to¬ 
ward Gardez, the provin¬ 
cial capital, in a private 
vehicle when they came 
under the attack. Taliban 
insurgents have stepped 


up their attacks on Afghan 
soldiers and police in re¬ 
cent months, using road¬ 
side bomb attacks and sui¬ 
cide attacks.

Yemen rebels release foreign hostages, including 2 Americans

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — Ye¬ 
men’s Shiite Houthi rebels 
have released six foreign 
hostages, including two 
Americans, and flown 
them to the Gulf country 


of Oman, which helped 
negotiate their release, of¬ 
ficials said Sunday. 

Oman’s Foreign Ministry 
said two Americans, three 
Saudis and a British citizen 
were released following 
mediation efforts by dip¬ 


lomats acting on behalf 
of Sultan Qaboos bin Said, 
according to a statement 
carried by state-run media. 
It did not elaborate. 

The White House confirmed 
that two Americans had 
been freed and sent to 
Oman, which it thanked for 
helping to secure their re¬ 
lease. A statement from the 
National Security Council 
did not identify the Ameri¬ 
cans or detail the circum¬ 
stances of their captivity or 
their release. 

The White House said it had 
“worked tirelessly to secure 
the release” of the Ameri¬ 
cans since they were taken 
earlier this year. 

“This outcome underscores 
that we have been and 
will continue to be tireless 
in pursuing the release of 


all Americans detained 
abroad unjustly, including 
those who remain in the re¬ 
gion," the statement said. 

A spokesman for a New Or¬ 
leans-based logistics com¬ 
pany, Transoceanic Devel¬ 
opment, confirmed that 
employee Scott Darden, 
45, was freed. Darden 
was helping to deliver aid 
throughout the region for 
Transoceanic and relief 
organizations among its 
clients. It was not immedi¬ 
ately clear who the other 
hostages were. 

Yemen has been torn by 
a ferocious war pitting the 
Houthis and forces loyal to 
a former president against 
fighters loyal to exiled Presi¬ 
dent Abed Rabbo Mansour 
Hadi, as well as southern 
separatists, local militias 


and Sunni extremists. The 
conflict escalated in March 
as a Saudi-led, U.S.-backed 
coalition launched an air 
campaign against the 
Houthis. 

Houthi officials and officials 
at the airport had earlier 
said the hostages included 
three Americans, two Sau¬ 
dis and a British citizen. The 
reason for the discrepancy 
was not immediately clear. 
It was also not immediately 
clear when the hostages 
had been seized. 

Officials from the Houthi 
media center refused to 
explain why they had de¬ 
tained the hostages, but 
said at least one of them is 
a journalist who “entered 
the country illegally” and 
“worked without notifying 
the authorities." □ 


Lebanese protesters face off with security forces in Beirut

BEIRUT (AP) — Hundreds 
of Lebanese protesters 
pushed through a security 
cordon as they marched 
toward parliament on Sun¬ 
day, the latest in a series of 
demonstrations that began 
with a trash crisis but has 
since expanded to target 
the country’s political class. 
Thousands marched 

through the streets of Beirut 
earlier in the day to press 
their demands for holding 


government officials ac¬ 
countable and new par¬ 
liamentary elections. They 
also called for a sustain¬ 
able solution to the trash 
piling in the streets of Beirut. 
Security forces blocked 
off streets leading to the 
parliament building, the fi¬ 
nal destination of the rally. 
The protesters raised their 
hands in the air to show 
they were unarmed, chant¬ 
ing “peaceful.” 

“The people are the source 
of authority,” protest orga¬ 


nizer Ajwad Ayyash told 
the crowd, which was thin¬ 
ning by evening. “This is the 
square of the people. And 
we insist we must enter it 
so that we can have elec¬ 
tions.” 

The square. Place de 
I’Etoile, is outside the parlia¬ 
ment building. Lebanon’s 
parliament has extended 
its term twice in a contro¬ 
versial move amid disputes 
over a new election law. 
The last elections were in 
2009. 


After more than an hour of 
standoff and some scuffles, 
protesters broke through 
the cordon. 

Police let them into the 
street leading to the square 
and the parliament, but set 
up a new cordon closer to 
the parliament building. 
Additional security forces 
were deployed as tension 
grew. 

What started in July as pro¬ 
tests against trash piling in 
the streets is turning into 
Lebanon's largest protest 


movement in years, target¬ 
ing an entire political class. 
The movement is growing 
to include different groups 
with varied grievances 
about government dys¬ 
function. There has been 
recurrent friction between 
police and protesters. 
Earlier Sunday, angry sup¬ 
porters of the parliament 
speaker, Nabih Berri, at¬ 
tacked a group of protest¬ 
ers waving a photo of him

KATHMANDU, Nepal (AP) — 

Nepal on Sunday formally 
adopted a much antici¬ 
pated and long-delayed 
constitution that took more 
than seven years to com¬ 
plete following a decade 
of political infighting. 
Security was stepped up 
across the nation, with 
smaller political parties and 
ethnic groups opposed 
to the new charter issuing 
fresh threats of violence. 
President Ram Baran Ya¬ 
dav signed the constitution 
and made the proclama¬ 
tion announcement, set¬ 
ting off a roar of applause 
from members of the Con¬ 
stituent Assembly in Kath¬ 
mandu. 

“We believe that the 
adoption of the new con¬ 
stitution has now opened 
the path for development 
of the country,” Yadav told 
the assembly. 

The new constitution re¬ 


places an interim one that 
was supposed to be in ef¬ 
fect for only a couple of 
years but has governed 
the nation since 2007. 
Thousands of people who 
gathered outside the as¬ 
sembly hall cheered after 
the announcement was 
made, waving the national 


flag as fireworks went off. 

In the streets of Kathman¬ 
du, the capital, people lit 
oil lamps and candles and 
buildings were decorated 
with colored lights. 
“Congratulations to all 
Nepalese” read a white 
and red banner strung 
across a street. 


“This really long chapter is 
now finally closed,” said 
Shyam Sharma, a student 
who watched the presi¬ 
dent’s motorcade drive to¬ 
ward the assembly. “Now 
the country can focus on 
other important issues like 
developing the country, 
improving the economy. 
If these politicians had 
agreed a few years back, 
we would not have wasted 
so much time, energy and 
money.” 

The key part of the consti¬ 
tution, passed on Wednes¬ 
day after a decade of 
bickering and violent pro¬ 
tests, sets the country up 
as a secular federation of 
seven states, each with a 
legislature and chief min¬ 
ister. 

However, some ethnic 
and religious groups say 
lawmakers ignored their 
concerns over how state 
borders should be defined. 
They want more states, in¬ 
cluding ethnically based 


ones, bigger territory for 
larger groups and more 
seats for ethnic minorities 
in parliament and govern¬ 
ment. 

Laxman Lai Kama, a senior 
leader of the Madhesi eth¬ 
nic group in southern Ne¬ 
pal, said the new constitu¬ 
tion failed to address many 
of the issues and that pro¬ 
tests would continue. 

The violence over the past 
several weeks has left at 
least 45 people dead. Po¬ 
lice said clashes between 
officers and protesters on 
Sunday left one demon¬ 
strator dead near Birgunj 
town in southern Nepal. 

The three main political 
parties backing the consti¬ 
tution have made a fresh 
appeal for Madhesi to join 
talks. 

“They may disagree with 
the size and makeup of 
these states, but that is not 
a really big issue,” Prime 
Minister Sushil Koirala said

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Pope in Cuba begs Colombia, rebels to end conflict

HAVANA (AP) — Pope 
Francis begged the Co¬ 
lombian government and 
rebels on Sunday to end 
South America's longest- 
running conflict, saying 
they simply had no right 


to let ongoing peace talks 
fail. 

Fresh off his personal ap¬ 
peal to the U.S. and Cuban 
leaders to end their half- 
century of estrangement, 
Francis issued his plea to 
Colombia's warring fac¬ 
tions from Havana's Revo¬ 
lution Plaza at the end of 
his Sunday Mass. Cuba 
has hosted peace talks for 
more than two years be¬ 
tween the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia 
and representatives of Bo¬ 
gota. 

Francis said the talks face a 
“crucial” moment. 

“May the blood shed by 
thousands of innocent peo¬ 
ple during long decades 
of armed conflict” sustain 
efforts to find a definitive 
peace, he said. “Please, 
we do not have the right 
to allow ourselves yet an¬ 
other failure on this path of 
peace and reconciliation." 
Colombian President Juan 
Manuel Santos, who has 
pushed the talks, issued a 
tweet in response to thank 
the pope “for your perma¬ 
nent prayers. We will con¬ 


tinue on the road of peace 
and reconciliation.” 

The FARC leader known by 
his alias Ivan Marquez quot¬ 
ed the pope in a tweet of 
his own: “As the pope said: 
We don't have the right 
to allow another failure in 
this path of peace and 
reconciliation. We need a 
peaceful society.” 

In his remarks, Francis add¬ 
ed on a word of gratitude 
to President Raul Castro for 
his efforts to assist the ne¬ 
gotiations; the appeal was 
followed by a round of ap¬ 
plause from the crowd. 

In more than two years of 
negotiations, rebel and 
government negotiators 
have reached tentative 
agreements on land re¬ 
form, how to jointly combat 
drug trafficking and the fu¬ 
ture role in politics for guer¬ 
rillas that lay down their 
weapons. The rebel move¬ 
ment, known as the FARC, 
in recent months also has 
largely adhered to a uni¬ 
lateral cease-fire, prompt¬ 
ing the government to sus¬ 
pend the aerial bombing 
of guerrilla camps.Q 


Brazil: 

Police arrest alleged major drug trafficker 


SAO PAULO (AP) — Brazil¬ 
ian police have arrested a 
man they say is one of the 
country’s biggest interna¬ 
tional drug traffickers. 

The Sao Paulo Public Safety 
Department said in a state¬ 
ment posted on its website 
that police caught Brazil¬ 
ian Mario Sergio Machado 
Nunes this weekend in a 
luxury apartment in the 
seaside resort city of Gua- 
ruja. Interpol had also is¬ 
sued an arrest warrant for 
Nunes. 

The statement said that for 
several years Nunes evad¬ 
ed arrest thanks to plastic 
surgery on his face. 


Police inspector Alberto 
Matheus told reporters 
Nunes was the head of an 
international organization 
that distributed cocaine 
to 27 countries, including 
the United States, Spain, 
Belgium, France and South 
Africa. 

Police said Nunes used to 
negotiate with the late 
drug kingpin Pablo Esco¬ 
bar of Colombia's Medel¬ 
lin cartel in the 1980s. They 
say he also worked closely 
with Henry de Jesus Lopez 
Londono, who was arrest¬ 
ed last year in Buenos Aires. 
They say Londono headed 
the Urabenos gang in Co¬ 


lombia. 

“He never laid hands on 
the drugs. He was in charge 
of administrating the drug 
shipments in containers," 
Matheus said. 

Police said Nunes financed 
the construction of a sub¬ 
marine to be used in drug 
trafficking operations. 
Phone calls to the Public 
Safety and police depart¬ 
ments for more details went 
unanswered on Saturday. 
The G1 news portal said 
the submarine was going 
to be built in South Africa 
with Colombian engineers.

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U.S. stages comeback to win Solheim Cup after disputed call

ST. LEON-ROT, Germany 
(AP) — After being infuri¬ 
ated by a call they found 
unsportsmanlike, the Amer¬ 
icans staged the biggest 
comeback in Solheim Cup 
history Sunday to wrest the 
trophy back from Europe. 
Paula Creamer defeated 
Germany’s Sandra Gal to 
complete the turnaround 
and secure a 14'/2-13'/2 vic¬ 
tory for the United States, 
which had trailed by four 
points going into the sin¬ 
gles. 

The match turned after 
American rookie Alison Lee 
was penalized for pick¬ 
ing up the ball when she 
thought her putt was con¬ 
ceded in the morning four- 
balls, which had been sus¬ 
pended on Saturday. 
“There's no way they could 
ever justify that. I don’t 
care what you say, you 
just don't do that to your 
peers,” U.S. captain Juli 
Inkster said. “I don’t know 
if my team needed to be 
fired up anymore, but they 
were real fired up.” 

And they dominated the 
singles to claim their first ti¬ 
tle since 2009, denying the 
Europeans their first three- 
peat. The U.S. extended its 
series lead to 9-5. No team 
had ever come from more 


than two down going into 
the singles. 

“I am so proud of our team. 
We were in there this morn¬ 
ing and we were just so 
fired up and ready to get 
out there and just play 
good golf,” said Creamer, 
who won 4 and 3. “And 
this was so awesome. I 


played great. Seeing the 
girls and seeing the red on 
the board, I’m so proud of 
them.” 

Europe led 10-6 going into 
the 12 singles but could only 
win three and draw anoth¬ 
er. Home golfer Caroline 
Masson missed the last big 
chance to retain the cup 


for Europe, before Gerina 
Piller made her 9-foot putt 
to win her match by one 
hole and keep American 
hopes alive. 

“For some reason I looked 
up at the board and all I 
saw was 13'/2,” Piller said. 
“I’m like, this is it, it’s all on 
me. It meant a lot to not let 
my team down," 

Cristie Kerr then had nine 
birdies in 11 holes as she 
beat Hull 3 and 2, and An¬ 
gela Stanford ended her 
nine-match losing streak to 
beat Pettersen 2 and 1, be¬ 
fore Creamer completed 
the turnaround. 

Morgan Pressel, Alison Lee, 
Michelle Wie and Cris¬ 
tie Kerr also won for the 


U.S., while Lexi Thompson 
won half a point in her all¬ 
square match against Car- 
Iota Ciganda of Spain. 

“This is probably the clos¬ 
est knit group we’ve ever 
been a part of. We never 
stopped believing,” Stan¬ 
ford said. 

Pressel defeated Catriona 
Matthew of Scotland by 2 
holes, Lee defeated Gw- 
ladys Nocera of France 3 
and 1, Wie had eight bird¬ 
ies in a huge 6 and 4 win 
over Caroline Hedwall of 
Sweden, while Lizette Salas 
defeated Azahara Munoz 
of Spain 3 and 1. 

Reid beat Brittany Lang 
2 and 1, Karine Icher of 
France defeated Brittany 
Lincicome 3 and 2, and 
Anna Nordqvist of Sweden 
finished with a birdie to 
best Stacy Lewis 2 and 1. 
But after an emotional 
day, it seemed it was the 
Americans who had ac¬ 
tually benefited from the 
controversial call against 
Lee. 

Both Lee and Hull were in 
tears after that match, and 
Inkster used the incident 
as motivational fuel in her 
team talk before the sin¬ 
gles.

After lifting the trophy, Ink¬ 
ster was ready to move on 
from the controversy.

(AP) — Denny 
Hamlin earned a surprise 
automatic berth into the

Lloyd scored her third goal 
on a header in the 39th 
minute. She had just missed 
another first-half goal but 
her shot off a corner kick 
bounced off the cross 
guard. 

The U.S. has outscored Haiti 
42-0 in six meetings. 

Crystal Dunn’s goal in the 
17th minute was her sec¬ 
ond in the two games with 
Haiti, also marking her first 
two with the U.S. team. 
Dunn, who led the NWSL 
with 15 goals for the Wash¬ 
ington Spirit, was among 


the final players cut from 
the World Cup team. 

Julie Johnston scored in 
the first minute to start the 
barrage. Amy Rodriguez, 
Alex Morgan and Heather 
O'Reilly added second- 
half goals. 

It was the Americans' first 
match in Birmingham since 
2008, a 5-4 victory over 
Australia when the U.S.

All that cheering for an 
American rider leading a 
U.S.-based team to time 
trial victory in the first road 
cycling world champion¬ 
ships to be held on U.S. soil 
in nearly three decades. 
“It’s kind of hard to process 
this for me, personally,” 
Phinney said. 

The reigning team time trial 
champions, BMC Racing 
covered the undulating, 
24-mile course in 42 min¬ 
utes, 7 seconds, beating 
Belgian rival Etixx-Quick- 
Step by 12 seconds Sun¬ 
day. 

Spanish team Movistar fin¬ 
ished in 42:38 to capture 
the bronze medal. 

“It's been kind of a whirl¬ 
wind the last couple of 
years,” said Phinney, who 
missed worlds last year 
while recovering from a 
career-threatening crash 
at the U.S. road champi¬ 
onships. “We came here 
with a really strong team, 
guys that won the race last 
year. To win is fantastic.” 

In the women’s race, Ve- 
locio-SRAM won its fourth 
consecutive championship 
earlier in the day by rally¬ 
ing over the final miles to 
upstage Dutch rival Boels- 
Dolmans and its American 
rider, Evelyn Stevens, by 
just 6 seconds. The Rabo- 
Liv team finished in third. 
“It’s a really nice feeling. 
We had a bit of a hard 
year,” said Trixi Worrack, 
a member of all four gold 


medal-winning teams. 
“We’ve improved a lot and 
we're really happy.” 

In the men's race, BMC 
Racing was labeled the 
early favorite after snag¬ 
ging gold last year in Spain. 
In fact, it was so strong that 
a member of that team, 
Peter Velits, 

was left off the six-man line¬ 
up for this year’s race. Phin¬ 
ney was instead joined by 
Australian star Rohan Den¬ 
nis, Silvan Dillier, Stefan Kue- 
ng, Daniel Oss and Manuel 
Quinziato. 

They were fast right from 
the start at Lewis Ginter Bo¬ 
tanical Gardens, posting 


the quickest time at each 
of the three intermediate 
checkpoints. But their ad¬ 
vantage was a scant 6 sec¬ 
onds over Etixx-QuickStep 
as the red-and-black train 
made the tough climb to 
the finishing straight. 

“We had our split times, the 
official ones and the ones 
from the team,” said Etixx- 
QuickStep’s Tony Martin, 
“so throughout the race we 
knew it was going to come 
down to us and BMC." 

With the finish line in sight, 
Phinney took to the front 
for BMC Racing, leading 
the top American team 
to victory in the first world 


championships in the U.S. 
since 1986. 

“This was a huge goal for us 
as a team," Phinney said. 
“You could have asked me 
a month ago if I was going 
to be here, the team trial 
world champion — it's sur¬ 
real, man.” 

Phinney’s work isn’t done, 
either. He gives the U.S. 
team its best shot in the in¬ 
dividual time trial this week, 
then will line up for his home 
nation in next weekend's 
road race. 

“I'm excited to put on the 
USA kit and get out there 
and represent my country,” 
he said.

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APNewsBreak: South Korea-backed app puts children at risk

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— Security researchers say 
they found critical weak¬ 
nesses in a South Korean 
government-mandated 
child surveillance app — 
vulnerabilities that left the 
private lives of the coun¬ 
try's youngest citizens open 
to hackers. 

In separate reports re¬ 
leased Sunday, Internet 
watchdog group Citizen 
Lab and German software 
auditing company Cure53 
said they found a cata¬ 
logue of worrying prob¬ 
lems with “Smart Sheriff,” 
the most popular of more 
than a dozen child moni¬ 
toring programs South Ko¬ 
rea requires for new smart¬ 
phones sold to minors. 
“There was literally no se¬ 
curity at all," Cure53 direc¬ 
tor Mario Heiderich said. 
“We’ve never seen any¬ 
thing that fundamentally 
broken.” 

Smart Sheriff and its fel¬ 
low surveillance apps are 
meant to serve as electron¬ 
ic baby sitters, letting par¬ 
ents know how much time 
their children are spending 
with their phones, keep¬ 
ing kids off objectionable 
websites and even alert¬ 
ing parents if their children 
send or receive messages 
with words like “bully" or 
“pregnancy.” 

In April, Seoul required 
new smartphones sold to 
those 18 and under to be 
equipped with such soft¬ 
ware — a first-of-its-kind 
move, according to Ko¬ 
rea University law professor 
Park Kyung-sin. 

The Korean Communica¬ 
tions Commission has pro¬ 
moted Smart Sheriff and 
schools have sent out let¬ 
ters to parents encourag¬ 
ing them to download the 


app. 

Sometime afterward, Citi¬ 
zen Lab, based at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto's Munk 
School of Global Affairs, 
and Cure53, acting on a 
request from the Wash¬ 
ington-based Open Tech¬ 
nology Fund, began sift¬ 
ing through Smart Sheriff's 
code. 

What they found was “re¬ 
ally, really bad,” Heiderich 
said. 

Children's phone numbers, 
birth dates, web brows¬ 
ing history and other per¬ 
sonal data were being 
sent across the Internet un¬ 
encrypted, making them 
easy to intercept. Authen¬ 
tication weaknesses meant 
Smart Sheriff could easily 
be hijacked, turned off or 
tricked into sending bo¬ 
gus alerts to parents. Even 
worse, they found that 
many weaknesses could 
be exploited at scale, 
meaning that thousands — 


or even all — of the app’s 
380,000 users could be 
compromised at once. 
“Smart Sheriff is the kind of 
baby sitter that leaves the 
doors unlocked and throws 
a party where everyone is 
invited,” said Collin Ander¬ 
son, an independent re¬ 
searcher who collaborated 
with Citizen Lab on its re¬ 
port. 

Citizen Lab said it alerted 
MOIBA, the association of 
South Korean mobile oper¬ 
ators that developed and 
operated the app, to the 
problems on Aug. 3. When 
contacted Friday, MOIBA 
said the vulnerabilities had 
been fixed. 

“As soon as we received 
the email in August, we 
immediately took action,” 
said Noh Yong-lae, a man¬ 
ager in charge of the Smart 
Sheriff app. 

The researchers were skep¬ 
tical. 

“We suspect that very little

of these measures taken 

actually remedy issues that 
we’ve flagged in the re¬ 
port,” Anderson said, add¬ 
ing that he believed at 
least one of MOIBA's fixes 
had opened a new weak¬ 
ness in the program. 
Independent experts also 
weren’t impressed with 
Smart Sheriff. 

Ryu Jong-myeong, chief 
executive of security firm 
SoTIS, said the app did now 
appear to be encrypting 
its transmissions. But he was 
scathing about some of 
the other failures uncov¬ 
ered by Citizen Lab, giving 
the Smart Sheriff’s server 
infrastructure a security rat¬ 
ing of zero out of 10. 
“People who made Smart 
Sheriff cared nothing about 
protecting private data,” 
he said. 

Kwon Seok-chul, chief ex¬ 
ecutive of computer secu¬ 
rity firm Cuvepia Inc., said 
the lingering weaknesses 


meant children’s data was 
still at risk. 

“From a hacker’s point 
of view, (the door) stays 
open,” he said. 

Many smartphone appli¬ 
cations are unsafe, leaking 
private data or sending or 
storing it in risky ways. 

But Citizen Lab Director 
Ronald Deibert said Smart 
Sheriff — a government- 
mandated program in¬ 
tended to monitor the inti¬ 
mate moments of so many 
children's lives — merited 
special scrutiny. 

“This is not just a fitness 
tracker,” Deibert said. “It’s 
an application meant to 
satiate parents’ concerns 
about their children's use 
of mobile or social media, 
which is in fact putting 
them at more risk.” 

Park, the law professor, said 
the security flaws should 
push the government “to 
revisit the whole idea of 
requiring a personal com¬ 
munication device to be 
equipped with software 
that allows another person 
to monitor and control that 
device.” 

Some South Korean par¬ 
ents may soldier on with 
Smart Sheriff regardless. 
Lee Kyung-hwa, a mother 
of two whose Cyber Par¬ 
ents Union On Net endors¬ 
es child surveillance, says 
all the app needs is an up¬ 
grade. 

“If mothers feel happy 
thanks to the app, it is still 
helpful,” she said. 

But Kim Kha Yeun, a gen¬ 
eral counsel at libertarian- 
minded Open Net Korea, 
predicted that the revela¬ 
tions would turn parents 
against the technology. 

“If they knew that the 
apps infect and endanger 
their children, I don't think 
any South Korean parents 
would want their children 
to have this monitoring 
app," he said.Q 
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China’s shifting economy mints US corporate winners, losers

China is losing its appetite 
for dump trucks, iron ore 
and construction cranes. 
But the Chinese still want to 
travel and give their kids a 
better education. 

Growth in the world's sec¬ 
ond-largest economy is 
decelerating and rattling 
financial markets around 
the world. Behind that 
slowdown is an evolution¬ 
ary shift in China’s econo¬ 
my— from a dependence 
on exports and investment 
in factories and housing 

— to a reliance on spend¬ 
ing by its emerging middle 
class. 

That transition, a gradual 
and perhaps painful one, 
will affect which U.S. com¬ 
panies stand to benefit and 
which will be squeezed as 
China’s growth slides from 
the double-digit annual 
rates of the mid-2000s to 7 
percent, 6 percent, maybe 
even less. 

The shift is likely to pinch 
American manufactur¬ 
ers that prospered during 
China’s investment boom 

— makers of heavy con¬ 
struction equipment and 
industrial machinery, for in¬ 
stance. 

But the service sector — a 
broad category that in¬ 
cludes things like restau¬ 
rant meals, haircuts and 
hotel stays — remains “rea¬ 
sonably robust" and has 
been a dominant driver of 
China’s growth since the 
first half of 2012, said econ¬ 
omist Nicholas Lardy, a se¬ 
nior fellow at the Peterson 
Institute for International 
Economics. 

“Yes, China is slowing,” 
said Jeremy Haft, an en¬ 
trepreneur, consultant 
and author of the forth¬ 
coming book “Unmade 
in China: The Hidden Truth 
about China's Economic 
Miracle." "But households 
have huge (savings). Peo¬ 


ple need to keep eating, 
walking, powering their 
homes.” 

Chinese consumers now 
have more discretionary 
income to spend on enter¬ 


tainment, education and 
travel after years of robust 
economic growth. That 
additional income has 
created a bright outlook 
for companies that serve 
them. 

The Princeton Review, a 
Natick, Massachusetts, 
company that helps stu¬ 
dents prepare for stan¬ 
dardized tests and college 
entrance exams, remains 
bullish on China. The com¬ 
pany declines to provide 
specific sales numbers. But 
the number of Chinese stu¬ 
dents enrolling in U.S. col¬ 
leges is growing by double 
digits every year. 

“We do not see any slow¬ 
down in the future,” said 
Steven Chou, international 
vice president at Princeton 
Review. 

Also doing well are Ameri¬ 
can companies that make 
things in China and export 
them back to the United 


States, where economic 
growth is solid. 

Haft, for example, runs a 
company that exports U.S. 
cattle hides to China. Busi¬ 
ness is booming, he says. 


because the Chinese turn 
the hides into wallets and 
ship them back to the 
United States, where the 
economy and consumer 
demand are comparative¬ 
ly healthy. 

Recent trade numbers 
highlight the changes: 
U.S. merchandise exports 
to China rose just 0.2 per¬ 
cent in the second quarter 
to $30.5 billion from a year 
earlier. By contrast, servic¬ 
es exports, which include 
tourism and banking, 
surged nearly 14 percent 
to $11.97 billion. 

Boeing Co., the biggest 
provider of commercial 
jets in China, forecasts de¬ 
mand for 6,330 new jet¬ 
liners in that country by 
2034, with a value of $950 
billion. Most of those new 
planes will handle passen¬ 
ger growth. Company ex¬ 
ecutives said in a recent 
podcast that they’re see¬ 


ing “tremendous" demand 
for international flights, and 
they also expect a surge in 
demand for cargo-carry¬ 
ing aircraft. 

At General Motors, which 


sells more vehicles in China 
than any of its U.S.-based 
competitors, sales in July 
slipped 4 percent com¬ 
pared with a year ago. 
But the company’s first-half 
sales in China rose 4.4 per¬ 
cent to a record 1.7 million 
vehicles, and the carmak¬ 
er still forecasts single-digit 
growth for the rest of the 
year. So far, the shift is hurt¬ 
ing companies that have 
benefited from China’s 
building boom. Construc¬ 
tion equipment giant Cat¬ 
erpillar, for instance, said 
its Asia-Pacific region sales 
dropped 21 percent in the 
second quarter — a casu¬ 
alty of a slowing China. 
China is facing a construc¬ 
tion glut, which is leading 
to a deceleration in prop¬ 
erty investment that will 
likely bottom over the next 
few quarters, Lardy, the 
economist, said. 

“Ninety percent of the 


population already has a 
house," he said. “They've 
got a lot of very under-uti¬ 
lized real estate.” 
Market-wide demand for 
medium- and heavy-duty 
trucks in China plunged 30 
percent in the first half of 
the year. That’s not good 
for a company like diesel 
engine maker Cummins 
Inc., which draws between 
10 percent and 15 percent 
of its revenue from China. 
But the company’s results 
show that picking winners 
and losers of China's shift 
isn’t as simple as identifying 
broad industries that are 
experiencing either growth 
or slowing demand. Cum¬ 
mins’ second-quarter sales 
in China advanced 6 per¬ 
cent to $916 million, thanks 
in part to a government 
push for tighter emissions 
standards. Those stan¬ 
dards are fueling demand 
for new engines and parts 
that help older ones cut 
pollutants. 

China's slowdown is ex¬ 
pected to contribute to 
a year-over-year decline 
in the total revenue for 
roughly 60 chip companies 
in the current quarter end¬ 
ing in September, predict¬ 
ed B Riley analyst Craig El¬ 
lis. It would be the first quar¬ 
terly drop in three years. 

But these companies are 
also somewhat insulated 
because they supply Chi¬ 
nese factories run by con¬ 
tractors hired by Apple 
and other device makers. 
Those factory orders are 
more heavily influenced 
by consumer demand for 
finished smartphones, tab¬ 
lets and other products in 
the United States, Europe, 
Japan and other markets. 
“No chip company is going 
to be completely immune" 
to China’s slowdown, Ellis 
said. “But it’s also impor¬ 
tant to distinguish where 
the hardware is being 
built and where it's being 
consumed. ”□

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What’s next for bond funds after the Fed’s decision?

NEW YORK (AP) — Relief 
washed over the bond 
market this week after the 


Federal Reserve decided 
to hold off on hiking interest 
rates. But many investors 
were left to wonder: Was it 
just a temporary reprieve? 
The stakes are high for bond 
mutual funds, which are 
supposed to be the safe 
part of our portfolios. Inves¬ 
tors have been fretting for 
years that interest rates are 
set to rise, something that 
would knock down bond 


prices. And even though 
the Federal Reserve didn’t 
raise its benchmark for 
short-term rates this past 
week, the majority of its

policymaking committee 
still expects it to happen 
later this year. 

Even so, bond funds can still 
be a shock absorber, offer¬ 
ing some stability when the 
stock market goes on an¬ 
other of its dizzying drops, 
fund managers say. They're 
looking to offer reassurance 
following predictions for big 
losses for bonds. There's just 
one caveat that even the 


most optimistic manager 
acknowledges: Bond funds 
won’t do as good a job 
as in prior years, because 
they're paying much less 


in interest. “I don’t think it's 
going to be Armageddon" 
when the Federal Reserve 
does hike interest rates, 
says Jim Kochan, chief 
fixed-income strategist for 
Wells Fargo Funds Manage¬ 
ment. “It's a healthy move 
away from zero.” 

-WHY RISING RATES ARE A 
FEAR 

When interest rates rise. 


demand for existing bonds 
falls because their yields 
suddenly look less attrac¬ 
tive. That makes their prices 
drop. 

To see what rising rates can 
do to bond mutual funds, 
look to 2013, when the 
yield on the 10-year Trea¬ 
sury nearly doubled in eight 
months. The average inter¬ 
mediate-term bond fund 
lost 1.4 percent. 

Investors can insulate them¬ 
selves by buying individual 
bonds and holding them 
until maturity. That way, 
even if the market price 
drops for a bond, they 
won't necessarily feel it. But 
they would lose out on the 
extra income that a new, 
higher-yielding bond would 
have provided. Plus, most 
investors prefer a diversified 
fund portfolio of thousands 
of bonds. 

-WHY BOND FUNDS CAN 
AVOID BIG LOSSES 

The Federal Reserve con¬ 
trols interest rates for very 
short-term loans, ones that 
banks make to each other 
overnight. It has less control 
over longer-term interest 
rates. 

A big factor influencing 10- 
year Treasury yields is where 
inflation and economic 
growth are heading, and 
neither looks all that strong. 
That should help limit the 
rise of longer-term rates, 
fund managers say. The 


largest category of bond 
funds focuses on those ma¬ 
turing in four to 10 years. 
Several factors are keeping 
inflation low, including the 
plummeting price of oil and 
the scarcity of pay raises for 
many workers. Global eco¬ 
nomic growth is also under 
pressure as China's gains 
slow sharply, while Europe 
and Japan struggle to kick 
start theirs. 

Add that together with the 
slow, steady pace that the 
Federal Reserve has prom¬ 
ised for short-term interest 
rates, and fund managers 
expect longer-term inter¬ 
est rates to rise modestly 
and gradually. In that sce¬ 
nario, bond funds could 
avoid losses. Their price will 
drop as interest rates rise, 
but the income they pro¬ 
duce could help offset the 
declines. And the income 
could be reinvested in 
higher-yielding bonds. 

-WHY EXPECTATIONS HAVE 
TO BE LOWER THAN BEFORE 

Bond funds have histori¬ 
cally helped give a sense 
of security when the stock 
market plummets. During 
the 2008 financial crisis, the 
largest category of stock 
funds lost 37.8 percent, 
while many bond funds 
posted gains. 

And among funds that lost 
money, bond funds gener¬ 
ally had more modest loss¬ 
es than stock funds. □

VW chief “sorry” after EPA says firm skirted clean air law

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

CEO of Volkswagen apol¬ 
ogized Sunday and VW 
customers said they felt 
duped after the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
revealed that the German 
automaker skirted clean air 
rules by rigging emissions 
tests for about 500,000 die¬ 
sel cars. 

“I personally am deeply 
sorry that we have broken 
the trust of our customers 
and the public," Volkswa¬ 
gen chief Martin Winterkorn 
said in a statement. He said 
VW has ordered an investi¬ 


gation and promised that 
the company would coop¬ 
erate with regulators. 

The EPA said Friday that VW 
used software that allowed 
its diesel cars to release 
fewer smog-causing pollut¬ 
ants during tests than in re¬ 
al-world driving conditions. 
The cars, built in the last 
seven years, include the 
Audi A3, VW Jetta, Beetle, 
Golf and Passat models. 
The agency ordered VW 
to fix the cars at its own ex¬ 
pense. VW also faces fines 
that could add up to bil¬ 
lions of dollars. 

VW edged out Toyota to 
become the world's top¬ 
selling automaker the first 


half of 2015. But a hit to its 
reputation from the emis¬ 
sions revelations could 
hamper its efforts at a sales 
rebound in the U.S. Be¬ 
tween 2013 and 2014, VW 
brand sales plummeted 10 
percent even as overall in¬ 
dustry sales rose 6 percent. 
U.S. buyers want SUVs, and 
Volkswagen doesn’t have 
competitive vehicles to of¬ 
fer them. 

The influential magazine 
Consumer Reports almost 
immediately suspended 
its “recommended” rating 
from the Jetta and Passat 
diesels until it can get a re¬ 
call repair and re-test the 
cars. 


Volkswagen marketed the 
diesel-powered cars, which 
account for about 25 per¬ 
cent of sales, as being bet¬ 
ter for the environment. Af¬ 
ter the EPA announcement, 
the automaker withdrew 
ads for its diesel cars from 
youtube.com and asked 
dealers to stop selling 2015 
diesel cars with 2.0-liter en¬ 
gines, according to a per¬ 
son familiar with the matter 
who requested anonymity. 
Some VW customers were 
furious. 

Zeeshan Shah, 39, of Ful¬ 
ton, Maryland, said that 
he bought a Volkswagen 
Diesel Passat 2015 model 
in July after he totaled his 


Jetta two years ago. 

“The selling point,” for the 
Diesel Passat was that the 
technology was so good, 
he said. Now, Shah said he 
plans to bring the car back 
to the local dealer to have 
it examined and doesn't 
want to buy another Volk¬ 
swagen. “Once they cheat 
you on this issue, what other 
issues can they cheat you 
on?” he said. “You don’t 
trust them.” 

San Francisco resident Mar¬ 
sha Riggs, who owns a 2009 
Jetta SportWagen, said she 
was shocked. “I bought this 
car because I thought it 
was clean,” she said. “And 
it’s not clean.” □

CONCORD, N.H. (AP) — 

Federal officials are frying 
once more to sell proper¬ 
ties formerly owned by a 
pair of tax militants that 
include a 100-acre par¬ 
cel that might be booby- 
trapped. 

The first auction 13 months 
ago of the properties 
seized from Ed and Elaine 
Brown failed to field any 
bidders, in part because 
potential buyers couldn’t 
tour the 100 acres around 
their fortress-like home in 
Plainfield. A second auc¬ 
tion is planned for October. 
The towns of Plainfield and 
Lebanon, where Elaine 
Brown's former dental of¬ 
fice is located, are owed 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in back taxes and 
interest. 

The Browns are now in their 
70s. They were sentenced 
to five years in prison for tax 
evasion and staged a nine- 
month standoff in 2007 with 
U.S. marshals who came to 
take them into custody. 
Both are serving sentences 
of more than 30 years in

prison. 

Deputy U.S. Marshall Bren¬ 
da Mikelson, who ran the 
first auction, said Roger 
Sweeney of the Internal 
Revenue Service's Prop¬ 
erty Appraisal and Liquida¬ 
tion Specialists is in charge 
of the second auction. He 
didn't return several calls 
seeking comment. 


The division specializes in 
liquidating seized prop¬ 
erty nationwide. Officials 
say this tactic will pro¬ 
mote the properties to a 
broader audience. 

The conditions, laid out 
in a recent court order, 
say successful bidders will 
have 45 days to arrange 
financing this time, up 
from seven. 

The minimum bids for 
both properties have 
been reduced by half 
— $125,000 for the com¬ 
pound and $250,000 for 
the office. 

It remains to be seen 
whether prospective 
bidders will be allowed 
around the home be¬ 
forehand. Concerns that 
booby traps and explo¬ 
sives may be buried on 
the densely wooded 
property kept it off-limits. 
Marshals also were con¬ 
cerned that Brown sym¬ 
pathizers, including Ran¬ 
dy Weaver of the 1992 
Ruby Ridge standoff, 
would flock to the prop¬ 
erty if it’s showcasedO

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French startup claims development of in-vitro human sperm

LYON, France (AP) — A 

French startup working 
with a top government lab 
said it has developed in-vi- 
tro human sperm, claiming 
a breakthrough in infertility 
treatment sought for more 
than a decade. 
Researchers with Kallistem 
had announced the dis¬ 
covery previously, but they 
and French government 
lab CNRS described how it 
works for the first time Thurs¬ 
day after taking out a pat¬ 
ent on the process. 

They have developed 
sperm from immature cells 
known as spermatogonial 
cells, which are present in 
all males, including pre-pu- 
bescent boys, and under 
normal conditions develop 
into sperm cells once pu¬ 
berty starts. 

The technology must now 
be clinically tested, a pro¬ 
cess that is particularly 
painstaking for any treat¬ 
ment involving reproduc¬ 
tion. 

Philippe Durand, the chief 
Kallistem researcher, said 
the genesis of the research 
was indications that male 
fertility was declining, 
which he said could be at¬ 
tributed to environmental 
factors. 

Since “at the heart of the 
problem is the interior of 
the testicle,” he said, that 
was what they first tried to 
replicate in the lab. 

The research team devel¬ 
oped a bioreactor using a 
viscous fluid made partly 
of substances found in the 
walls of mushrooms or in 
crustacean shells to repro¬ 
duce the conditions within 
the body. They first used rat 
cells, then young monkey 
cells, then finally human 
cells. 

The main challenge was 
reproducing in the lab a 


complex physiological de¬ 
velopment process that 
usually lasts 72 days in a hu¬ 
man, from immature cell to 
sperm. 

In each case, “they took 
the entire path they would 
have taken in the testicle 
in our in-vitro system,” said 
Durand, who worked with 
colleagues at CNRS and 
the elite Lyon 1 university. 
CNRS researcher Marie- 
Helene Perrard, who also 
helped found Kallistem, 


said young men with can¬ 
cer that could cause fertil¬ 
ity issues later in their lives 
would be the first type 
of patient who could be 
helped by the process. She 
said their fertility could be 
preserved by developing 
mature sperm from their im¬ 
mature cells, then freezing 
it. 

The research team said 
the technology could help 
treat issues affecting 15,000 
young cancer patients and 



120,000 men worldwide 
whose infertility cannot be 
treated any other way. 
Ultimately, it has the poten¬ 
tial to be a significant addi¬ 
tion to infertility treatments 
that often bypass men alto¬ 
gether, said Liberty Barnes, 
a research associate at the 
University of Cambridge 
and author of a book on 
male infertility who has no 
connection to the work be¬ 
ing done in France. 

As many as 15 percent of 


couples are infertile, ac¬ 
cording to the Mayo Clinic. 
Barnes said men and wom¬ 
en each account for about 
30 percent of infertility cas¬ 
es, with a combination of 
factors accounting for the 
remaining 40 percent. 

“As a culture we presume 
that when a couple is in¬ 
fertile it's a woman's prob¬ 
lem,” Barnes said. “Infertile 
men are disappointed that 
there aren't more options 
for them.’O

‘Maze Runner’ sequel outpaces ‘Black Mass’ at box office

NEW YORK (AP) — “The 
Maze Runner: The Scorch 
Trials” edged out Johnny 
Depp’s “Black Mass” at 
box office, as the two films 
split young and old mov¬ 
iegoers in half on the first 
weekend of the fall movie 
season. 20th Century Fox’s 
sequel to “The Maze Run¬ 
ner” earned an estimated 
$30.3 million, according to 
studio estimates Sunday. 
While that came in slightly 
below the debut of the 
2014 young-adult dystopi¬ 
an sci-fi original, it counted 
as a win for a movie that 
cost $61 million to make. 
Warner Bros.’ “Black Mass,” 
starring Johnny Depp as 
Boston gangster Whitey 
Bulger, premiered with 
$23.4 million. That's a 
strong sum for an R-rated 
adult drama, and it stabi¬ 
lizes a bad box-office run 
for Depp following “Mort- 
decai,” “’Transcendence” 
and “The Lone Ranger.” 


The audience for “The 
Scorch Trials” was 63 per¬ 
cent below the age of 25, 
according to Fox, while 89 
percent of the audience 
for “Black Mass” was over 


25, according to Warner 
Bros. 

The draw for “Black Mass” 
was Depp’s icy perfor¬ 
mance as Bulger, which has 
garnered better reviews for 


the actor and some Oscar 
buzz. Jeff Goldstein, head 
of domestic distribution for 
Warner Bros., said that 55 
percent of the audience 
said in exit polls that Depp 


was their reason for seeing 
the movie, which features 
an ensemble including 
Joel Edgerton and Bene¬ 
dict Cumberbatch. 

A diverse cast leading to 
a diverse audience was 
the key for “Scorch Trials,” 
said Chris Aronson, head 
of domestic distribution for 
Fox. Wes Ball's adaptation 
of James Dashner's young- 
adult novel stars Dylan 
O’Brien, Ki Hong Lee and 
Kaya Scodelario. More 
than half of its audience 
was made up of minori¬ 
ties. It also performed well 
abroad, earning $43.3 mil¬ 
lion internationally. 

But North American the¬ 
aters had the distinct feel 
of fall, with a crowded 
slate of well-reviewed films 
— some of them awards 
hopefuls — opening in 
more limited release and 
hoping to build strong 
word of mouth for longer 
runs at the multiplex.

Owner Benjamin Petrocchi 
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Jackie Collins, novelist of the rich and scandalous, dies

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

novels of Jackie Collins 
dramatized the lives of 
the most elite people and 
places, but they were read 
by everyone, everywhere 
— from airports to beaches 
to, sometimes, under the 
covers with a flashlight to 
hide from disapproving 
parents and partners. 
Collins, whose books like 
“Hollywood Wives” were 
as brazenly sexual as they 
were proudly pulpy, sold 
hundreds of millions of 
novels in dozens of coun¬ 
tries, and it led to a level 
of wealth, celebrity and 
glamour that in many 
ways surpassed her own 
characters, and arguably 
matched that of her older 
sister, “Dynasty” actress 
Joan Collins. 

Collins died at age 77 of 
breast cancer in Los An¬ 
geles, her publicist Melody 
Korenbrot said. 

Collins’ tales of sex, glam¬ 
our, power and more sex 
were a forerunner to the 
culture of “Desperate 
Housewives" and “The 
Real Housewives of Beverly 
Hills.” Her books provided 
at first more than some 
wanted to hear, but she 
became the kind of author 
from whom readers could 
never get enough, provid¬ 
ing forbidden fodder for 
housewives and for teen¬ 
agers raiding their parents’ 
bookshelves. 

Collins told The Associated 
Press in a 2011 interview 
that she “never felt bashful 
writing about sex.” 

“As a writer, you can never 
think about who is going 
to read your books. Is it 
going to be my mom? My 
children? A lot of people 
say to me, ‘Oh, I read your 
books under a cover with a 


flashlight when I was really 
young and I learned ev¬ 
erything I know about sex 
from you.’ “ 

She was born Jacqueline 
Jill Collins in London in 1937, 
the daughter of a theatri¬ 
cal agent and a dance 
teacher. 

Her first novel, “The World 
is Full of Married Men,” was 
a story of sex and show 
business set in “Swinging 
London" in the mid-1960s. 
It came out in 1968 and 
became a scandalous 
best-seller, banned in Aus¬ 
tralia and condemned by 
romance writer Barbara 
Cartland. 

“Barbara Cartland said 
to me, ‘Oh, Miss Collins, 
your books are filthy and 
disgusting and you are 
responsible for all the per¬ 
verts in England,' “ Col¬ 
lins told Porter Magazine 
in 2014. “I pause for a few 
moments and said, ‘Thank 
you.' “ 


Collins followed in the 1970s 
with books like “The World 
is Full of Divorced Women” 
and “Lovers & Gamblers." 
By the 1980s, she had 
moved to Los Angeles and 
turned out the 1983 novel 
she is still best known for, 
“Hollywood Wives,” which 
has sold more than 15 mil¬ 
lion copies. It came at the 
same time that her sister hit 
the height of her own fame 
on “Dynasty." 

“Dynasty" producer Aar¬ 
on Spelling would also 
produce the 1985 hit TV 
miniseries of “Hollywood 
Wives,” which featured 
Candice Bergen, Angie 
Dickinson and Suzanne 
Somers, among others. 

It led to follow-ups like “Hol¬ 
lywood Husbands” (1986), 
“Hollywood Kids” (1984) 
and “Hollywood Wives: The 
New Generation” (2001). 
The books made Jackie 
Collins a celebrity in her 
own right, and she loved 


the part, looking, living 
and behaving more like 
an actress than an author. 
In many ways, her own 
persona was her greatest 
character. 

Collins embraced Twitter 
in her later years, and she 
loved the engagement 
with her over 150,000 fol¬ 
lowers. 

“I love tweeting. I have so 
much fun with my fans,” 
she told the AP in 2011. 
“I’ve asked them for re¬ 
views. I answer people’s 
questions. Sometimes I'll 
do a little survey and say, 
‘Who is hot this week?’ “ 
Many were using Twitter to 
mourn her Saturday night, 
including Oprah Winfrey, 
who Tweeted “RIP Jackie 
Collins. I always loved our 
interviews.” 

Larry King Tweeted that 
Collins was a “true talent, a 
beautiful being and a dear 
friend." 

Collins' books didn't stick 


strictly to Hollywood. She 
penned a series of mafia 
novels documenting the 
lives of the Santangelo 
family, focusing on its patri¬ 
arch Gino and his daugh¬ 
ter Lucky. She wrote nine 
novels based on the family 
that included her last, “The 
Santangelos," published 
this year. 

Collins told People maga¬ 
zine, which first reported 
her death Saturday, in her 
final interview Sept. 14 that 
she had been diagnosed 
with breast cancer over 
six years ago, but she had 
chosen to keep the news 
among family, confiding 
mainly in her three daugh¬ 
ters, 54-year-old Tracy, 
48-year-old Tiffany and 
46-year-old Rory. 

A family statement called 
Collins “a true inspiration, a 
trailblazer for women in fic¬ 
tion and a creative force. 
She will live on through her 
characters but we already 
miss her beyond words.” 
Collins was married twice, 
the second time to art gal¬ 
lery and nightclub owner 
Oscar Lerman in 1965. Ler- 
man died in 1992. She was 
then engaged to Los An¬ 
geles businessman Frank 
Calcagnini, who died in 
1998. " 

Asked by the AP in 2011 if 
she was dating anyone, 
Collins said “I have a man 
for every occasion.” 

“When I was a kid growing 
up, I used to read my fa¬ 
ther's Playboy and I'd see 
these guys and they had 
fantastic apartments and 
cars,” she said. “I have all 
of that now. Why would 
I want to hook myself up 
with one man when I’ve 
had two fantastic men in 
my life? One was my hus¬ 
band for over 20 years, 
and one was my fiance for 
six years. "□
